opular vote of 175,751,

1165,678 for Herman Talmadge—but 
Ihe county-unit tabulation came out 
E72 for Talmadge, to 128 for Thomp- 
pon. 


How's it done? Like this: 
Under Georgia's county-rule big 


Tulton county (Atlanta) has a ratio 
ofjme unit for every 10,000 popular 


ps, while some of the small rural 


bounties have a ratio of one unit 
lor every 122 votes. That is, one 
rural vote can equal 82 votes cast 
jui.the City of Atlanta.

Tokyo, Saturday, July 1 —(F) An 


armored column of North Korean 
Communists was at least 15 miles 
south of the Han river in South 
Korea today and was threatening 
the American headquarters

tion at Suwon, an 
authoritative 


military source reported. 


This news came as P r e s ident 


Truman authorized use 
of U. S. 


ground forces to combat the Com- 
munist invaders. 


General MacArthur's headquart- 


ers officially confirmed the invad 
ers had made a break through 
southwest of Seoul. 


The confirmation was 
withheld 


until receipt of news 
dispatches 


from Washington that 
a defense 


department spokesman said 40 to 
50 Red armored vehicles had made 
the break-through. 


Official channels withheld fur- 


ther details. 


Authoritative informants, 
how- 


ever, said the Reds were not far 
ther than eight miles from Suwon 
by 1 a. m. today and probably 
were closer. 


There was no information wheth 


er American field 
headquarters 


had left Suwon. Loss of Suwon 
would deprive the defense of the 
last remianing good-sized air strip 
north of Pusan, in extreme south 
east Korea 175 miles away. 


The broad Han river is th

ern capital at Taejon, 90 mile 
south of Seoul.

Russia replied that responsibii 


ty for the fighting in Korea "lie 
with the South Korean authoritie 
and with those who stand 
behin 
them." 


There was no elaboration in th 


note of the phrase "those 
who 


stand behind them." 


"The events which are going on 


in Korea were provoked by the at- 
tack of the troops of the South Ko- 
rean authorities on 
the frontier 


areas of Northern Korea," the So- 
viet message added. 


(Previously announced U n i t ed 


Nations f i n d i ngs showed that 
North Korea began the hostilities 
last Sunday by invading the south- 
ern area.) 


The Soviet government said it 


had "confirmed its tr a d i t i onal 
principle of non-interference in the 
internal affairs of other states" by 
withdrawing its troops from Korea 
"earlier than did the U. S. govern- 
ment."

A rotating overhead

out, spreads the water over a large 
area and can be used on tall plant 
such as corn. However, it take 
considerably more power to pumr 
the water. With perforated pipes 
less power is needed since ,th 
water is not pumped as high bu 
the pipes must be moved mor 
frequently to adequately cover a 
field.

attention of all parents: 


"We appreciate the excellent pa- 


ronage which the pool is receiving 
his summer and we believe we 
are doing everything possible to 
see that the children enjoy them- 
selves and at the same time are 
well protected from the standpo- 
nt of public health. 


However, we wish to call to the 


attention of the parents the long' 
th of time some children are stay- 
ng in the pool. Itis commonly re-

;hat if a child stays in the water 
over two hours his body absorbs 
water, his skin becomes 
drawn 


and 
he complains 
with 
his 


eyes. 


This condition is not caused by 


any chemical which is placed in 
the water and the effect on

water contained no 
chemicals 


whatever. We therefore urge the 
parents to cooperate by observing 
this rule of health. Some children 
have been staying in the pool for 
several hours and we hesitate to 
ask any child to leave the pool.
